More Emplacements than Guns. 

The fort must have many guns, but 
four or five times as many emplacements 
as guns. The emplacements consist of a 
concrete platform surrounded, except at 
the point of egress, by embankments ten 
to fifteen feet high. Naturally, howitzers 
emplacements may be sunk deeper than 
the emplacements of guns. 

Each. gun has a shrapnel proof shelter, 
and besides each gun for thecrew, and as 
close as possible is a covered roof capable 
of stopping everything but heavy shells. 

These gun emplacements are made as 
small as artillery experts deem possible, 
so as to limit the space in which a hostile 
shell can fall. 

The guns are not mobile in the senge of 


fleld artillery, but are mounted on small 


wheels and can ba moved along the per- 
fect roads of the fortress. Thus when 
the enemy locates a battery of this kind | 
it is moved by motor transport to another 
concealed position. 

. Casemates of Concrete. 

In time of siege the infantry lives in 
casements made of reinforced monolithic 
concrete. These casemates are made 
eſther by burrowing into a hill, or in the 
absence of such hill, a concrete building 
ts covered over with earth, then grass 
and shrubs and trees are planted on the 
sides and tops so as to render it indistin- 
guishable to N my telescopes and enemy 
aeroplanes. 

Only on its inner face and concealed 
in the trees are the casemates perpen- 
dicular, with windows for ventilation. 

During the bombardment these wir- 
dows are closed with steel doors, much 
like those used on office.vaults, but 
heavier, to keep out shell splinters and 
the concussion of exploding shells. 

It appears that the casemates of the 
Belgians were not heavy enough to stop 
the shells of the great German how- 
itzers. They were built when six inch 
howitzers were the heaviest known.

Defense must be 
found in the storage of compresséd air 
or & oxygen tanks to be used until the 
asphyxtating gases have blown away—a 
simple matter. 


. Shift to Turret Guns. 

When the worst arrives, the bombard- 
ment of the forts will be so general and 
cover the ground so thoroughly that it 
will de no longer practica) to use the 
batteries in open emplacement before 
alluded to, which depend so generally 
upon concealment for their security. 

Fire then will be opened from the tur- 
ret guns. which have not yet n, 
and which are not used except in this 
emergency, because, when spotted by 
the enemy/ they cannot be moved, and in 
time must fall victim to . sumicient num- 
ber of hits. 

The modern turret guns are not mounted 
in the open as Brialmont’s were. They 
are concealed as carefully as ingenuity 
can devise. The domes of the turrets, 
which ehould be 3 like an over- 
turned dinghy, rise only the height of 
the diameter of the guns above the imi- 
tation hill in which they are sunk.

Instructions by Telephone. 
The actual laying of the guns may also 
be done in a deep chamber far from dan- 
ger of shell penetration, according to in- 
struction by telephone from other ob- 


servers. These observers may be fh tree- 


tops. They may be in the most advanced 
trenches. Before the fort is entirely sur- 
rounded they may be in farmhouses or 
hayricks miles away. They may be in 
aeroplanes, communicating by wireless. 
In fact, it is a rare thing that the man 
who lays the gun ever sees the point he 
is shooting at. 


Artificial Defenses Added. 

The fort fs built to take advantage of 
such natural defenses as may be found— 
ravines, streams, precipices, etc.; but in 
addition to these certain artificial de- 
fenses must never be omitted. 

Immediately outside of the embank- 
ment must be a moat so wide that no 
beams which men can carry will reach 
across. It must be made as deep as pos- 
sible. 

On the bank on the outside of the moat, 
concealed from the enemy, is a compiete 
assortment of barbed wire and other 
forms of abattis. 

On the inner side for a short distance 
above the water's edge steel spikes like 
those used in bear pits are planted. 

At the corners of the moat on the enemy 
side machine guns are concealed to fire} 
on the enemy when an attack is made 
and there is an attempt to cross the moat 
by pontoon bridge or other means. 


Passage Under Moat. : 

These machine guns are protected by | 
heavy concrete roofs, to keep out hostile 
shell fire and sapping operations. They 
are connected with the. inner fort by a 
passage running under the moat, which 
is so constructed that when the machine 
gun emplacements must be abandoned 
it will be flooded by water from the moat, 
so as not to furnish a doorway to the 


fort. 

Behind the roadway, just inside of the 
embankment surrounding the fort, is a 
second moat, identical with the first, and 
inside of that another embankment, com- 
manding the former and in . respect 
similar. 

Where the country is rising, line may 
be built behind line as far as the skill of 
engineers and the parsimony of appro- 
priations will permit. 

Around the central fort are a series of 
lesser forts. From the central fort to 
each of these runs.a roadway forty to 
eighty feet wide. This roadway is sunk 
ten feet below the natural surface of the 
ground and the excavation is used to 
build an embankment on each side, like 
the embankment of the fort itself. Much 
care must be taken to make the road as 
safe as possible from enemy artillery 


1 embankment also is laid in such 
fashion as to enfilade the ground between 
each of the roads running from the cen- 
tral fort to the ring forts by rifle, ma- 
chine gun, and field fire.

To Hold Back Infantry. 

Forts usually fall soon or late to infan- 
try attack. Except in case of cowardice, 
treachery, or lack of training of the gar- 
rison, they never fall to bombardment 
alone. Hence everything possible must be 
done to hold back the hoetilé infantry. 

Barbed wire, used first, I believe, by the 
Spanish army in Cuba, is the commonest 
form of infantry obstruction, although 
the Roman use (ef stakes in holes and of 
trees laid top end toward the enemy is 
still much in VOGUE "Pointed steel fences 
have certain advantages and disadvan- 
tages. All these forms of entanglement 
are used, 

In the first place, a general wall of wire 
ig put around the entire circumference of 
all the forts. Then each fort has its own 
wire fence: There is a wire fence on the 
outside of each moat, and there is wire 
on the enemy side of the embankments, 
Every little field work has its special pro- 
tection. 

In addition to this, running through 
the territory between the forts and the 
roads connecting the ‘forts with the cen- 


ter, are carefully platted wire defenses, 


so laid as to confuse the attack of the 
ehemy and to herd him into corners, 
where he Will be more easily killed by ma- 
chine guns.

Main Defense of Fort. 

Such in brief is the construction of the 
modern fort. But the main defense ot the 
fort must be made from 1,000 to 2,000 
yards beyond the front wall of the attack 
side.

However, in war numbers must even- 
tually tell. The infantry finally will be 
driven into the fort. Enemy observers 
will plot on maps the location of batteries 
in this fort; they also will plot its exact 
dimensions. In due time tremendous fire 
will be opened on it, a certain proportion 
of shells being aimed at the known artil- 
lery positions and others sent to search 
every nook and corner. 

This fort will be able to make but little 
reply. Its parapet will be knocked to 
pieces, its wire entanglements blown to 
bits. The other forts will reply, and in 
particular will sweep the faces of its em- 
bankments with shrapnel! fire. 

The enemy troops will leap to the as- 
sault, and its artillery will play upon the 
road leading from the central fort to the 
one attacked. Reinforcements will be 
rushed to the defended fort. It will be 
taken and retaken several times, but 
eventually will fall into the hands of the 
attackers. 

With one fort taken, the second is at- 
tacked with greater advantage, and the 
process will be continued. i 


Limit to ‘Endurance. 
History shows that eventually most 
forts surrender. There is a limit to the 
endurance of most men, and it is not often

‘possible disasters of the one crop plan. Based on 
the conditions on July 1, 1,570,000,000 bushels of 
gtain will be produced in the southern districts, a 
gain of 292,000,000 bushels over last year. The 
estimated yield for the entire country for the year, 
including rice, is 5,414,000,000 bushels, or an in- 
crease of 490,000,000 bushels over 1914: and of this 
total gain 292,000,000 bushels, or nearly 60 per 
cent, is due to the increase in the south.

HB rélations between Germany and 
Switzerland have become s0~ 
strained that a break between the 
two countries may be looked for at 
any moment. It will come in con- 

nection with the lake of Constance, a long 
sheet of water running from east to west. 
The northern shore belongs to Germany; 
the southern shore to Switzerland, and 
the frontier line runs latitudinally in the 
exact middle of the lake. 

The Germans, however, it is claimed, 
are acting as if the entire lake belonged 
to them and are so much afraid of any 
attack upon the Zeppelfrvhangars and 
construction works on thé nprthern shore 
and of the visitation of foreign spies that 
they maintain a large fleet of gunboats 
and armed launches which patrol this en- 
tire inland sea, arresting any one who ap- 
pears to be of a suspicious character. 

Since Italy has joined in the war these 
arrests have become particularly numer- 
ous, many, if not most of them, having 
been made in Swiss waters, and the Swiss 
fishing industry within the Helvetian 
zone of the lake has been to such an ex- 
tent interfered with by the German pa- 
trols as to have compelled its abandon- 
ment. 

The government of the republic has pre- 
sented some vigorous protests to Ber- 
lin, to Baden, and to the Bavarian gov- 
ernment, which have remained without 
the slightest result. This being the case, 
the Swiss have also now armed steam- 
boats, have put a number of troops on 
board, and have sent them out to patrol 
the Swiss zone of the lake and to capture 
all trespassers, no matter whether Ger- 
man fishing boats or armed German ship- 
ping. 

Several German fishing boats have al- 
ready been seized by the Swiss. The mo- 
ment that a Swiss armed steamer catches 
a German patrol boat in Swiss waters a

He also 
has an cfficial residence at Westminster, 
and the post generally carries with it 
memberehip of the privy council, to which 
Sir Claud ts eligible, seeing that, al- 
though of German ancestry, he was born 
rs a British subject in the United King- 

om.

In view of the discussion that is going 
on as to whether the generalissimo of an 
army in the field ought to be with his sol- 
diers in the front or far away in the 
rear, it is interesting to recall the theory 
of the Japanese that the brain of an army

river? It was said that when the drain- 
age canal in Wilmette was finished it 
would give this branch of the river a 

steady flow of water. J. LAUTH. 
I have to say that the Wilmette Pumping 
station is running continuously and is pump- 
ing 7,500 gallons per second of lake water into 
the Evanston channel, which flows down into 
the north branch at Lawrence avenue. In ad- 
dition to this there is 6,000 gallons per second 
being pumped through the Lawrence avenue 
conduit. This flows continuously except when 
the machinery is shut down for minor repairs. 
Even with this large volume of water flowing 
through the north branch there are places 
where the river ts so wide and deep that uniess 
one makes a careful observation the current 
would not be very perceptibletotheeye These 
works have greatly improved the condition of 
the north branch, but there are places where 
the river does not look well and is polluted to 
a great extent by manufacturing wastes com- 
ing principally from the tanneries. The engi- 
neering department of the sanitary district is 
making every effort to have these conditions 
bettered and to force the manufacturers to 
take care of their trade wastes. When this 
work is completed the condition of the north 

vranch will be much better than at present,

The 
trusteeship then went to the Title and 
Trust company of Chicago. There war 
no full accounting then of his adminis- 
tration because of the objection of Mrs. 
Crawford, the widow, who held the con- 
trolling share in the estate, But upon 
her death several months ago it is sald 
the heirs demanded an explicit audit of 
the entire time that Graves acted as ad- 
minietrator. 


Dock Property Involved. 
When Graves assumed trusteeship of 
the Crawford estate, one of the most 
valuable pieces of property entrusted to 
his care was at the foot of Wabash ave- 
nue, Ohicago, on Dock and River streets. 
A provision of the will was that the prop- 
erty never should be sold or mortgageu 
during the lives of any of the heirs, But 
through a legal technicality and by the 
appointment of a trustee for the land 
was mortgaged for more than half a mil- 
lion dollars. The rent from the prop: = 
erty annually is said to have been exceed- 
ingly high. As matters now stand, it is 
said the income does little more than pay 
interest and taxes.
